The beet mat- 
erials are: aluminum foil (freeser 
weight), laminated papers, moist- 
ure proof cellophane, saran, polyth- 
ylene and cry-o-rape. These can 
be purchased at your food store or 
locker plant. For fruits and veg- 
etables rectangular cartons take 
up less freezer space (up to one- 
third or more space may be saved). 
Bag-in box cartons and waxed cone 
tainers are popular. 

Gather the vegetables in the 
early morning before it becomes too 
hot and do as soon after picking 
as possible. Most vegetables freeze 
well except tomatoes, lettuce, celery, 


| cucumber and water cress. Some 


varieties are better than others, 
though. Send to me for our list of 
recommended vegetable varieties 
for freezing. 

Blanching or scalding of veget- 
ables helps maintain quality, pre- 
serve the vitamins, ‘brighten and 
aid in color retention and prevent 
toughing. Scald only small am- 
ounts at a time (not more than one 


water, 

The right stage of maturity is 

important for best results. Veg- 
etables, young, tender and fresh are 
best; woody, starchy or tough veg- 
etables result in a poorly frozen 
product. 
For corn-on-the-cob select only 
small or medium ears weighing less 
than seven ounces. It is difficult 
to scald the cob of a larger ear of 
corn properly without over-scalding 
the kernels. Corn should be part- 
ially thawed before 
started. 

Avoid Alaska and other starchy 
varieties of peas. 

Fruit Freezing - - - 

All fruits except bananas and 
pears freeze well. 

The fruit may be done by three 
methods, sugar pack (no water 
added), syrup pack or unsweetened 
pack (dry pack most fruits except 
cherries, peaches, plums and cant- 
aloup can be dry packed). 

Ascorbic acid (Vitamin C) helps 
keep fruit like apricots, sweet cher- 
ries, figs and peaches from dark- 
ening and losing flavor. You can 
buy ascorbic acid at the drug store. 

Blanching raw rhubarb for one 
minute helps it to retain its color 
and flavor. 

Try freezing cantaloup cut into 
cubes or balls with whole seedless 
grapes covered with a thin syrup 
(two cups sugar to one quart wat- 
ith It's a rea) treat for your fam- 
ily.

characteristics: 

Growing to a height of 2 to 3 
feet, coarse and branchy medium 
to dark green in color. The 
flower is yellow and _ resembles 
somewhat an overesize dandelion, 
in fact, several times larger than a 
dandelion. The stalk, branches 
and roots of yellow goatsbeard is 
completely filled with a white, 
méttky juice. 

As the plants reach maturity 
the yellow flower turns white and 
fluffy resembling a goatsbeard, 
hence the name. When fully ripe 
this ball of fluff may be as large 
as a baseball and the seeds which 
‘travel on the breeze in exactly the |§ 
same fashion as a thistle seed, will 
travel for miles. It is | 
easier to deal with this weed early 
before it becomes well established. 
Small patches and isolated plants 
are much less troublesome to des- 
toy than would be a widespread 
infestation. 

The old axiom holds good, an 
ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure. Look your fields 
over carefully now for weeds before 
they are fully ripened and prevent 
further spread of any unwelcome 
weeds.
